35 USC 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Case 
(3769644) in view of Darrey (5350065). 

Case discloses a roof repair kit which comes in a box shown in figure 3. The kit 
includes the hammer, plastic sheeting, nails, knife blade. Case does not disclose the 
gloves, the material of the plastic sheeting, plastic cap nails, goggles, the tool belt and 
the box with plastic sheeting on a roll and in a box. Darrey discloses a tool kit with 
gloves and a variety of other tools. Darrey suggest the use of any well known tool used 
in the building and construction industry. The tools such as the tool belt, bungie ties, 
goggles, plastic cap nails, listed in claim 1 are well known in the building industry and 
used not only in professional arenas but also by do-it yourself home repair projects. For 
instance, goggles are used for protection for the eyes, plastic cap nails for water 
repellency around an opening circumference, a tool belt(kit) to conveniently and 
efficiently carry tools needed for construction projects. Plastic sheeting is a known 
construction element on many projects; this material is obviously taught to be packaged 
on a roll placed in a box for convenient and efficient dispensing. One of ordinary skill in 
the art would have appreciated placing all necessary and needed tools in a kit as shown 
by the prior art in order to provide a convenient means of retrieval in a single location.
